Comments. 

The  striking  progress  made  during  the  year  in  extending  the  water  and  sewerage 
services  is  mentioned  later  in  this  report.  Kiveton  Park  Rural  District  must  be  unique 
among  areas  under  20,000  in  population  in  having  a  new  reservoir,  extensive  new  water 
mains,  two  new  sewage  works,  with  sewers  and  sewer  extensions  all  under  construction 
or  completed  within  one  year.  It  is  greatly  to  the  credit  of  the  Council  and  the  Clerk  in 
particular  among  the  officials,  that  these  improvements  should  have  been  promoted  so 
vigorously.  The  residents  in  isolated  hamlets,  like  the  rest  of  us,  very  quickly  take  the 
main  water  and  sewerage  systems  for  granted.  They  very  quickly  forget  the  cost  and 
labour  which  are  involved  when  public  services  reach  out  long  distances  to  give  them 
urban  amenities.  It  is  perhaps  proper  that  someone  should,  on  odd  occasions,  remind 
them  of  their  blessings  and  also  mention  the  raising  of  the  public  health  standards  which 
result  from  the  eradication  of  privies,  pan  closets  and  cesspools. 

One  thing  which  gives  me  most  satisfaction  is  the  better  record  of  the  district 
for  baby  deaths.  A  rate  calculated  upon  300  births  is  bound  to  be  erratic  and  enthusiasm 
upon  the  record  of  a  single  year  has  to  be  cautious  and  restrained.  But  we  have  so  rarely 
had  a  rate  in  the  vicinity  of  30  that  I  think  we  can  indulge  in  a  little  self-satisfaction  for 
once.  Baby  care  is  certainly  improving. 

There  was  an  epidemic  of  influenza  in  the  flrst  six  weeks  of  the  year  which  reached 
its  peak  on  23rd  January.  Six  deaths  occurred  in  this  outbreak.  It  was  associated  with 
a  sharp  rise  in  claims  for  sickness  benefit  and  with  heavy  absences  of  children  from 
school.  Pneumonia  notifications  were  much  higher  at  46,  but  strangely  enough  the  ex¬ 
perience  of  other  districts  was  repeated  in  that  pneumonia  deaths  were  fewer  in  number. 

The  district  escaped  the  poliomyelitis  outbreak  present  in  adjoining  areas,  apart 
from  one  paralytic  and  one  non-paralytic  case. 

Measles  persisted  from  January  to  April  and  provided  250  notifications. 

Once  again,  there  was  no  diphtheria  at  all  in  the  district. 

I  think  some  comment  should  be  made  about  the  very  low  proportion  of  births  from 
Kiveton  Park,  which  take  place  in  maternity  homes  and  hospitals.  Instead  of  a  percentage 
of  70  or  more,  which  is  the  usual  number  where  facilities  are  available,  only  38  per  cent 
of  mothers  from  Kiveton  Park  were  institutional  confinement  cases.  I  quite  admit  that 
institutions  are  a  convenience  rather  than  a  sheer  necessity  for  the  majority  of  maternity 
cases,  but  it  might  be  remembered  that  services  for  the  home,  such  as  domiciliary  mid¬ 
wives,  home  helps  and  maternity  outfits  are  certain  to  be  needed  more  liberally  in  Kive¬ 
ton  Park. 

A  great  deal  more  attention  has  been  given  to  the  steadily  increasing  number  of 
old  persons  in  the  area.  Apart  from  their  pensions  and  their  care  by  Welfare  Commit¬ 
tees,  which  are  the  concern  of  other  departments,  they  have  been  given  a  new  service  of 
Home  Helps  and  a  greatly  improved  Home  Nursing  service.  The  payment  and  control  of 
these  are  the  duty  of  the  County  Council,  but  invaluable  support  has  been  given  to  them 
by  the  local  Council. 

One  of  the  main  features  in  public  health  is  the  limited  distance  you  can  progress 
before  you  are  compelled  to  ask  for  the  help  of  other  people.  I  have  welcomed  the  assist¬ 
ance  of  the  local  Council  when  giving  monthly  reports  upon  all  aspects  of  the  health 
services.  I  have  benefited  more  than  the  Council  from  the  interest  aroused.

Population. 

The  census  held  in  1951'  showed  a  pop  ulation  of  17,661  for  the  Kiveton  Park  Rural 
District — this  is  an  increase  of  627  or  3.7%  over  the  1931  census  and  101  over  the  esti¬ 
mated  population  for  mid-1950. 

The  total  of  17,661  represents  8,800  males  and  8,861  females. 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  was  17,550. 


Births. 

After  adjustment  for  inward  and  outward  transfers,  the  total  births  allocated  to 
the  Kiveton  Park  Rural  District  area  was  291.  This  figure  produces  a  crude  birth¬ 
rate  of  16.5  and  an  adjusted  rate  of  16.9  per  thousand  populaton. 

The  births  show  a  reduction  over  the  1950  total. 

The  comparable  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  15.5  per  thousand. 

Of  the  291  births  recorded  18  were  illegitimate.  This  compares  with  17  in  1950. 


Stillbirths. 

The  total  stillbirths  recorded  was  10  giving  a  comparable  rate  of  .59  per  thousand 
The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  .36  and  the  rate  was  .42  per  thousand  for  Kiveton 
Park  in  1950.  i

Deaths. 

After  adjustment  for  inward  and  outward  transfers  in  respect  of  normal  resi¬ 
dents  who  died  outside  the  area  and  “strangers,”  who  died  in  the  Council’s 
area,  the  net  total  deaths  allocated  to  Kiveton  Park  Rural  District  was  192.  This  gives 


an  adjusted  death-rate  of  11.7  per  thousand.

Sanitary  Inspector’s  Comments. 

Water  Supply  —  The  two  sources  of  supply  from  Sheffield  Corporation  and  the 
Borough  of  Worksop  have  been  satisfactory  as  regards  quality.  Regarding  the  quantity 
the  supply  from  Worksop  has  been  satisfactory  but  there  have  been  shortages  of  the 
Sheffield  supply  at  various  times  during  the. year.  The  high  points  at  Dinnington  and 
North  Anston  have  suffered  chiefly  in  this  respect.  Work  continued  during  the  year  on 
the  new  storage  reservoir  at  Harthill  and  on  the  new  water  mains  in  the  district.  When 
the  work  is  completed  shortages  in  supply  should  be  eliminated. 

Two  samples  of  mains  water  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  and  two 
for  chemical  examination.  The  results  in  all  cases  were  satisfactory.  During  the  year 
eight  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  examination  for  the  presence  of  lead.  None  of  the 
samples  showed  lead  contamination. 


Sewerage  —  During  the  year  the  new  sewage  scheme  for  Woodsetts  was  com 
pleted.  The  new  scheme  consisted  of  a  new  sewage  disposal  works  to  replace  the  old 
and  inadequate  works  and  also  the  extension  and  enlargement  of  the  sewers  in  the 
parish.  As  a  result  of  these  improvements,  the  closets  at  65  houses  may  be  converted 
into  water  closets.  It  is  expected  that  the  conversion  work  will  be  completed  during 
1952.  During  the  year  work  commenced  on  a  new  sewerage  scheme  at  Todwick,  where 
previously  no  such  facilities  existed.  The  scheme  consisted  of  a  new  sewage  disposal 
works  and  the  sewering  of  a  major  portion  of  the  parish.  Existing  house  drains  have 
been  connected  to  the  sewer  to  the  exclusion  of  cesspools  and  when  the  scheme  is  com¬ 
pleted  pail  closets  in  the  vicinity  of  the  sewer  will  be  converted  into  water  closets.  A 
part  of  Goosecarr  Lane,  Todwick,  where  complaints  of  nuisance  from  the  existing  sani¬ 
tary  conditions  have  been  received  continually,  has  been  excluded  from  the  scheme  and 
the  work  deferred  in  consideration  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  No.  87/47.  The 
need  for  a  sewer  in  this  portion  of  the  parish  is  particularly  urgent. 

A  new  sewer  was  laid  at  the  rear  of  Rackford  Road,  North  Anston.  The  drains 
of  22  houses  previously  connected  to  cesspools  v/ere  diverted  into  the  sewer. 

The  construction  of  the  electrically  driven  sewage  pumping  station  at  Harthill 
was  completed  towards  the  end  of  1951.  This  pump  will  lift  sewage  from  the  Council’s 
housing  estate  in  Woodall  Road  to  a  point  whence  it  will  flow  by  gravity  to  the  Kiveton 
sewage  disposal  works.  The  provision  of  a  similar  pumping  station  and  new  sewers  to 
deal  with  the  sewage  from  Woodall  is  envisaged  for  the  future. 


Food  —  (a)  Meat.  There  is  no  public  abattoir  in  the  district  and  slaughter 
houses  are  used  only  for  the  slaughter  of  cottagers’  pigs.  During  the  year  252  pig 
carcases  were  examined.  The  21  butchers’  shops  were  visited  regularly  and  conditions 
were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

(b)  Food  Preparation  Premises.  16  premises  were  registered  for  the  preparation 
of  food  under  Section  14  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938.  The  total  number  of  visits 
to  food  preparation  premises,  fried  flsh  shops,  canteens,  etc.,  was  420.  The  standard  of 
cleanliness  in  these  premises  was  generally  good  and  any  improvements  required  were 
given  prompt  attention. 

(c)  Milk.  The  number  of  milk  sellers  on  the  register  was  16.  No  action  was 
necessary  under  Regulation  20  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949. 

(d)  Ice  Cream.  22  premises  were  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream  and  3  premises 
for  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  ice  cream.  Regular  visits  were  made  to  the  manufac¬ 
turers’  premises  and  the  total  visits  to  all  ’ce  cream  premises  was  121.

These  byelaws  were  brought  into  operation  in  1950  and  copies  were  forwarded  to 
all  shops  where  food  is  handled.  Stallholders  in  the  Dinnington  market  who  handled  food 
were  also  supplied  with  copies.  No  serious  contravention  of  the  byelaws  was  noted 
during  routine  visits  to  food  premises  and  shops.
